(Editor’s note: Henry Ahl, 47, used a small pocketknife 
to amputate his left arm when it. became entangled in a corn- 
picker at his farm near Alma. Ahal is now recovering in the 
Bacon County Hospital at Alma. This is how Ahl told his 


story Wednesday.) 


I was standing up when my 
arm got caught. After a while 
I managed to crawl up on top 
of the machine and lie down. 


Finally, when nobody came, I 
took my knife out of my right- 
side ‘pocket. and opened it with 
my teeth. I decided I'd have to 
cut off my hand to get free be- 
cause the bone was already 
crushed. 


I cut a little bit at first just 
to see how bad it would hurt. 


All the feeling was gone and it 
didn’t hurt a bit. So I started 
whacking away. 


I kept cutting just above the 
wrist until I'd cut enough of the 
arm away to free myself. | 
pulled it out and my hand was 
barely hanging. 


I got on the tractor, which 
was still running, and started 
back for the house about a 
quarter of a mile away. On the 
way, 1 met my neighbor, Elijah 


Carter, who helped get me to 
the hospital. 


It seemed like I was there 
for hours, but now I know the 
whole thing just lasted a few 
minutes. 


Would I do the same thing 
over again? No, sir, I wouldn't. 
I would turn off that corn pick- 
er before | tried to unjam it. 


Right now, all I want to do is 
get out of the hospital and get 
back to work. 


I sure did hate it that I lost 
my left hand. It was just like 
most folks losing a right hand. 
I'm left-handed,

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Farm Plan Headed 
For Rocks Again 


The farm program agreed upon by 
President Eisenhower and Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson for presentation to 
Congress next year is little more than a 
warmed-over version of the plan the 
administration submitted unsuccessfully 
at the last session. 

Most of the contents of the newly 

wrapped package are headed for the 
same fate previously accorded them. 
Some of them deserve such treatment. 


Nevertheless, there is a good deal of 
merit in some of the proposals. The price 
support program for wheat, for instance, 
long ago should have received a com- 
plete overhaul. The cost of subsidizing the 
production and paying for the storage of 
this product over a period of years have 
exceeded all reason. But opposition from 
the major wheat-growing states again will 
stifle drastic changes. 

Among other controversial steps advo- 
cated by the administration is an ex- 
panded rural development program to as- 
sist farmers in the low income areas to at- 
tain a higher standard of living. The pur- 
pose has a nice-sounding ring and there 
is no doubt but what the small operator 
benefits the least from present national 
farm policy. 

But it is difficult to imagine how the 
government, in this era of highly mechan- 
ized. scientific farming, can possibly give 
the unskilled and unequipped farmer any- 
thing more than’ temporary relief in his 
efforts to scrape up a living from the 
soil. 

It would be far more practical in the 
long run for the government to assist 
such farmers in making a transition to 
other types of work. 

At any rate, change in national farm 
policy is something to work toward. But 
as for the administration’s immediate sug- 
gestions, about the only one that’s a sure- 
fire bet for approval is that which calls 
for finding new uses for farm products. 
Surely none can argue against that.

A small group of arrogant, vulgar 
alumni of the University of Florida are 
leading a drive to fire Coach Bob Wood- 
ruff, whose 10 years at Gainesville have 
been successful ones, though lacking in 
the glamor of bowl victories.

If the Florida board has any charac- 
ter it will defy these alumni who sup- 
port the football scholarship plan and will 
further consider the abolishment of 

scholarships. Here is a case where the 
football tail is wagging the educational 
dog. 

There is just one happy aspect to this 
gangster-like blackmail. It is that in 
good time educational institutions will 
realize that this sort of alumni support 
is destructive and will utterly repudiate 
it, placing football in its proper place. 
It has a place. But it is not that of a 
high-pressure big-time bowl business to 
glorify the vanity of immature alumni 
and their associates, the synthetic alumnl 
who follow only winning teams.

All Our Best Wishes 
To Archbishop O'Hara 


Archbishop Gerald Patrick O'Hara, 
Apostolic Delegate from the Vatican to 
Great Britain, has resigned as Bishop of 
the Diocese of Savannah. Pope John, in 
accepting it, gave him an honorary title 
as head of the ancient parish of Pessinus 
ir a Minor, site of an early Christian 
It is now an Archbishopric. 

Actes O’Hara has been away 
from Georgia for more than a decade but 
his memory is as green here as the flag 
of old Ireland itself. When he came to 
Georgia he stirred the diocese, which then 
included all the state, into an activity 
never before experienced. He got things 
done. A man of great charm and per- 
sonality, he won the hearts of all. 

When. the Cathedral of Christ the 
King was to be dedicated he invited the 
then Exalted Wizard of the Ku Klux Klan 
dregs to attend the dedication. The Klan 
then consisted of a small group: banded 
together to sell asphalt to the state. The 
late Dr. Hiram Evans, a shrewd man, was 
smart enough to accept. In the old pre- 
Evans days of fraud and violence the 
Klan had owned the property on which 
the Cathedral was built and the beauti- 
ful old pillared home next door had been 
the Klan palace—replete with drunken- 
ness, plottings against the Catholic 
Church, and production of extremist, fa- 
natic pamphlets. Dr. Evans attended, 
quietly and with great piety, while the 


solemn Latin ritual of consecration was 
unfolded before him. 

In 1950 then Bishop O’Hara was ex- 
pelled from Romania by the Communists 
on false charges of espionage. He has 
served as Apostolic Delegate in Ireland 
and for some years in London. He had 
held the Savannah title out of love and 
sentiment for the state. 


We regret, but understand, the break- 
ing of that tie but know his heart still 
is with us. And so we salute him with 
affection and hope he will come back to 
see us.

FPC Sits on Hands 
As U.S. Public Pays 


After the whopping rate increase just 
slapped on Atlanta and Georgia natural 
gas users as a result of a hike in whole- 
sale rates from Southern Natural Gas 
Co., of Birmingham, it comes as pretty 
much of a shock that another similar in- 
crease is in the making. 


Southern, of course, blames gas pro- 
ducers for the increase, claiming it only 
acts as the pipeline distributor. 


Meanwhile, the Federal Power Com- 
mission, which is supposed to be the final 
arbiter and protector of the public, sits 
on its hands. The rate increases are put 
into effect by the companies pending its 
decisions. Whenever it suits FPC’s con- 
venience—a year or two or maybe more— 
it will issue its decision, in all probabil- 
ity in the affirmative. 

Several years ago there was a de- 
termined drive in Congress and a nation- 
wide pressure lobby to remove natura! 
gas producers from FPC regulation. It 
was mounted and supported by the major 
oil companies. It failed because it was 
recognized for what it was, an effort to 
exploit further a great natural resource 
without restrictions of any kind. 

Now the producers seem to be win- 
ning their battle without help from Con- 
gress or hindrance from the FPC. 


Somebody ought to tell the public 
what's going on. It would be interesting 
to know, for instance, whether this is a 
deliberate effort to reduce the competi- 
tive position of natural gas versus other 
fuels. 

The public at least should expect some 
honest answers from the FPC. Trends 
being what they are and next year being 
an election year in which campaign cof- 
fers must be filled, there doesn't appea 
to be much hope. The oil and gas in- 
terests are powerful, indeed. 

To its credit, the Atlanta Gas Light 
Co. has fought the wholesale rate in- 
creases. But that has not prevented in- 
flationary fuel costs which account for 
a big item-in costs of living.

Dr. Dodge Long Outlived 


Controversy He Stirred 


Dr. David Witherspoon Dodge is dead 
in Washington, D.C., at 73 and it is a 
commentary on how swiftly things 
change that his name has little meaning 
to most Georgians. 

Yet in the ’30’s he was viewed by 
many as surely a dangerous radical, a 
leftist and a person probably in league 
with the devil. 

Dr. Dodge was a pastor in Atlanta 
coming here from Presbyterian pa storates 
in two major cities in South Carolina. 
Here he filled the pulpit at the Central 
Congregational Church. ) 

He was muchly criticized because he 
ran free movies in his church basement 
on Sunday nights to attract children from 
the streets. He was the object of abuse 
because he advocated Sunday baseball 
and movies for the thousands who lived 
in city boarding houses and apartments 
and found Sunday afternoons and nights 
lonely and empty. 

In the great depression of the ‘30's 
he saw the agony of the poor and the 
exploited. Finally he could endure it 
no longer. He left the ministry to be- 
come a CIO organizer and counselor. In 
that time John L. Lewis was denounced 
by some as anti-Christ and the CIO was 
regarded as an arm of hell itself. 

So it is that Dr. Dodge, who lived 
a useful life and who stirred up people 
to talk and think, can die in November, 
1959, knowing that all the things which 
he supported at such cost long ago came 
to be accepted as commonplace parts of 
our lives.

They're much too young and im- 
mature to get under the wheel of 
a car that weighs almost two tons 
and that will exceed the speed of 
100 miles per hour and carry 
your daughter or your son to his 
death. 

Wouldn’t it be better to have a 
live, ‘“‘very misunderstood and 
persecuted” daughter than a dead 
one who was allowed to do al- 
most as she pleased? Aren’t you 
actually doing her a greater in- 
justice by letting her go out with 
a boy who is a reckless driver 
than you are when you keep her 
home? Teen-agers simply are not 
capable of thinking maturely 
when it comes to going along 
with the crowd. And it’s all too 
easy for a group of kids to get 
together and feel like doing some- 
thing reckless. 

With a car it’s very simple. It 
has the power under the hood 
necessary to enable you to be 
really reckless, It’s a heady feel- 
ing . . . but it often leads to 
death. Don’t make the mistake of 
believing for a moment that you 
can always tell if a teen-age boy 
is reckless or not. Many of my 
dates have told my parents they 
would drive carefully, but when 
we got out and met up with an- 
other couple in another car who 
wanted to rac@& us, we never 
turned them down. I didn’t espe- 
cially feel that my life was in 
danger. But it certainly was! If 
teen-agers are not allowed to 
drive, these things cannot happen.

In this business you write for weeks some- 
times and never hear an echo. It’s like dropping 
a pebble down into the Grand Canyon.

you'll write something that gets everybody all steamed up. Right 
now, for instance, the letters are pouring in about a piece I wrote the 
other day saying that it seemed to me there was some cheating going 
on elsewhere than in television shows. 


Manufacturers, I said, seemed 
to be building obsolescence into 
their products, making them 
flashy and pretty to look at but 
constructing them so they would 
break or wear out just about the 
time the guarantee ran out. 


The letters of comment have 
been angry letters. But not at 
me. The public’s ire has been di- 
rected at the manufacturers. The 
ladies, for instance, are par- 
ticularly sore about nylon stock- 
ings. They say the nylons you got 
just after the war lasted forever. 
Now you can’t get a pair of nylons 
that won't pop a run no matter 
how high a price you pay. It's 
obvious to a lot of folks that 
nylons just aren't being built to 
last. And the ladies don’t buy the 
manufacturer’s argument that the 
nylons pop because they are so 
sheer and they are sheer because 
the women demand them to be 
thin as spider webs. 

A man writes in with a curious 
complaint. The manufacturers of 
tennis racket strings have 
weakened their product, he said. 
You used to be able. to get a 
nylon racket string so tough and 
durable it would last almost in- 
definitely. Now both gut and 
nylon strings wear out in two 
weeks at the most, he says. 

Not all the letters were just 
laymen’s squawks. A consulting 
structural engineer writes: ‘I 
strongly suspect many of our 
major industries are involved in 
one of the greatest rackets the 
world has ever known.

There has been a good deal of 
talk about the ‘‘lostness’’ of mod- 
ern man. 

Is modern man “‘lost’’? Have 
we lost our sense of direction? 
Have we no meaningful goals? 

If modern man is lost, then 
individuals like you and me are 
lost, too. When we think of our- 
selves, and not merely about hu- 
man beings according to some 
foggy and abstract. dimension, we 
ought to become concerned. I am 
concerned. I don’t want to be lost. 
If I am now lost, I want to find 
my way again. 

A hundred or more years from 
now there will be historians who 
will survey our generation and 
make comments on how we lived 
and what we lived for. Perhaps 
They will say that we belonged 
to a “‘lost generation.’’ That will 


be too late to do us any good. 


If we are in trouble, I think we 
ought to do something to help 
ourselves. I believe we can. 

‘I don’t believe that we. can im- 
prove upon Dr. Van Doren’s defi- 
nition of ‘‘lostness.’ He says that 
lostness means that we do not 
know what we are doing, or why 
we are doing it, or whether we 
should be doing what we do. 

As individual human beings, we 
may not feel lost. We are too 


f 


busy to indulge ourselves in the 
luxury of being lost or not heing 
lost. We have to make money, 
to pay our taxes, to pay the food 
bills and to keep our family in 
clothes. 

Dr. Van Doren’s ideas concern, 
however, those ultimate goals to- 
ward which all human beings are 
striving or toward which they 
should be striving. Per haps in our 
busy days we don’t think mutch 


concerning the larger purposes of — 


the human race. Perhaps those 
larger purposes don’t seem to 

matter too much anyway. But I 
think they do matter. I want to 
know what they are and I want to 
do what I can to make worth- 
while purposes possible. 

Such larger purposes do not 
necessarily include hitting the 
moon with a space vehicle or 
landing scientists on the moon. 
They do include an understand- 
ing of spiritual, moral and ethical 
values. For me these values cen- 
ter in the Word -of God as made 
clear from the lips of our Lord 
Jesus. If we were truly to attend 


His words, we should no longer | 


be lost. Then once again it would 
be true for us that “in Him was 
life; and the life was the light of 
men”’ (John 1:4),

ing dinners. 


My mother always accompa- 
nied her turkey with a cranber- 
ry ice. So cid her mother. I 
followed along in the tradition. 
1 like it—I don’t want to give it 
up. So I looked for a substitute. 
I hope I have found it. 

CURRANT ICE 

Boil together 2 cups water 
and *4 cup sugar for five min- 
utes. Add 1 cup currant juice. 
Cool. Pour mixture into a re- 
frigerator tray and freeze with- 
out stirring until firm. When 
ready to use, stir or beat slight- 
ly and serve with the main 
course in individual chilled sher- 
bet glasses. 


This recipe does not state the 
number of servings it makes, 
but I don’t imagine you could 
squeeze more than about 4 serv- 
ings out of it. 


If I can’t buy currant juice 
I'll probably melt down currant 
jelly for the recipe and taste 
test for the amount of sugar 
needed, 


WATERMELON GELATIN 


I have another idea—if you 
want something quick and easy. 
Why not set the new watermel- 
on-flavored gelatin to gel in a 
large shallow pan—then cut it 
into rounds with a biscuit cut- 
ter? It would look very much 
like cranberry sauce and I be- 
lieve its wonderful fresh, ripe 
watermelon flavor would com- 
plement turkey or chicken. 


Or you might use canned rasp- 
berry-applesauce for  tartness 
and color.

Now {is the time for homemakers to start talking 
turkey. Unsurpassed in downright good flavor and 
holiday dinner drama, the succulent, tender, plump, 
golden gobbler deserves every homemaker’s best ef- 
forts in’selection and preparation. And that means 
you’re once again faced with the big question: How 
big a bird for vou? 


We caught Mrs. J. W. Williams in a local store 
asking herself just that question. Straining to lift a 
big bird into her cart, she changed her mind in mid- 
air and decided it was too much for her small family 
of four. But then, what size would be just right? 


Looking at the huge mound of turkeys she saw 
8-lb., 12-Ib., 16-lb. turkeys—some even larger. A 
wonderful selection—but very confusing when you're 
looking at a frozen turkey and wondering how much 
your family can eat. 


“Tt’s really not a problem,” said a fellow shopper 
who was also looking over the turkeys. “You don't 
need to guess. Just decide how many servings of 
turkey you want your family to have, then consult 
this table.” 


The friendly shopper speaking to Mrs. Williams 
was Mrs. Betty Alexander, the University of Georgia 
Agricultural Extension Consumer Marketing Special- 
ist. 


Unlike Mrs. Williams, Mrs. Alexander was not 
doing her weekly shopping but was surveying the 
turkey market situation for her weekly market re- 
port. The information Mrs. Alexander gathers on 
the most economical buys of the week goes to home 
economists, teachers, school lunch managers, dieti- 
tians, restaurant associations as well as to producers 
and handlers. Ultimately it is meant to help home- 
makers get the most out of their food dollars. 


BUYING GUIDE 
The table Mrs. Alexander showed to Mrs. Williams 
was the following. 


Ready-to-Cook Number of 

Turkey (Lbs.) Servings 
6 to 8 6 to 10 
S$ to 12 10 to 20 
12 to 16 20 to 3 
16 to 20 32 to 40 
20 to 24 40 to 50 


Mrs. Alexander went on to explain that if you 
are buying a bird 12 lbs. or over, you should allow 
1, to *, pound (ready-to-cook weight) per serving. 
If you are buving a turkey under 12 Ibs., you should 
allow 34 to 1 lb. per serving. Allowing 11% to 1%4 Ibs. 
per person provides cooked turkey for another meal. 


She also explained that the exact number of serv- 
ings you can expect to get will depend on the quality 
of the turkey and correct cooking and carving. A 
large bird is more economical—if you can use a large 
bird. 


Usually hen turkeys up to about 16 Ibs. have 
more meat than a tom the same weight. -That’s why 
hen turkeys are generally priced a little more than 
toms. 


LOOK FOR MORE THAN SIZE 


Mrs. Alexander pointed out that high-quality tur- 
keys have a thick, meaty, long breast, heavy cover- 
ing over back and frame, fat in the skin so it rolls to 
your tuoch. 


Thin skin with a bluish cast means the bird is not 
as well finished. It should have been left to fatten 
longer. White or yellowish skin color is the color to 
look for. 


Since {t isn’t possible to roll the skin of a frozen 
bird, color and plumpness will have to be your guides 
to follow. There should be no bruises or discolora- 
tions. Dark, blistered or dried skin indicates poor 
freezing or storage methods. 


At this point the ladies were interrupted by Mr. 
W. S. Culbertson, the meat cutter. “Another guide 
to look for is the federal inspection stamp,” he told 
them as he pointed to the stamp on the turkey they 
were inspecting. Mrs. Alexander agreed: “All poultry 
sold, shipped or handled in interstate commerce is fed- 
erally inspected and approved for wholesomeness.

home. Commercial blast freezing takes place so rap- 
idly that the center temperature drops well below 
zero very rapidly. This is not possible to do in a 
home freezer and harmful bacteria may develop and 
cause food poisoning. 


And when it comes to defrosting a frozen bird, 
it is best to leave it in its original wrapper and place 
it on a refrigerator shelf. Allow 2 to 4 days defrost- 
ing time—depending upon the size of the bird. Once 
defrosted it can be kept 2 to 3 days in a refrigerator 
38 degrees or less. Once defrosted, though, never re- 
freeze it before cooking. 


As I slipped away with the photographer I heard 
Mrs. Williams telling Mrs. Alexander the way she 
usually roasted her turkey. I never did find out 
whether she bought the big turkey or a smaller one— 
or even if she bought any turkey

When selecting any meat for 
| roasting or broiling look for 
| meat which has the least

Low to moderate cooking 
temperatures of 300 to 350 de 
grees are especially important 

| for the less tender cuts when

‘Broil 3 to 
4 inches away from the source 
of the heat. 


Remember that the degree to 

| which meat is cooked has more 

influence on juiciness than the 

| amount of fat in the meat.

FROZEN JAMS sometimes 
form white crystals during stor- 
age. The crystals look like mold 
and may spread through the 
mixture once they have started 
to form—they are caused by the 
sugar combining with the water 
in the jam. They spoil the ap- 
pearance and texture but are 
not harmful. 


FROZEN BATTERS lose 
leavening power when ice crys- 
tals form because too little 
liquid is left then to hold the 
carbon dioxide  in_ solution. 
Cakes made from the batter 
have slightly less volume than 
cakes made from fresh batter. 


Angelfood cake freezes more 
successfully than cakes that 
contain egg yolk and fat. Egg- 
yolk sponge cake develops ran- 
cid off-flavors. Lemon juice or 
another antioxidant added to the 
batter retards the development 
of off-flavor. 


YEAST DOUGHS sometimes 
do not rise properly after freez- 
ing because the yeasts lose 
ability to form the . carbon 
dioxide needed or because that 
formed before freezing has been 
lost, as in batters. 


SOME FROZEN MEAT FATS 
become rancid in a short time— 
the fat from turkey and pork 
gives the most trouble. 
FROZEN COOKED POULTRY 
often fails to retain the flavor

2 eggs, beaten 

2 cups milk 

2 tblsps. melted butter 

1 cup sifted all-purpose 
flour

dry ingredients gradually, beat- 
ing constantly during addition. 
Pour 3 tablespoons batter onto
